This file is stored on partition 
1 (P1)and partition 2 (P2). 
This file can store three 
different values: OK, dirty, 
and clean. 

OK indicates that the 
previous shutdown was 
successful. Dirty indicates 
the system failed during 
startup. Clean indicates the 
system booted correctly, but 
did not shut down correctly. 
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
